I  appreciate  your  help  with  this.  A  couple  things  that  I  wanted  to  clarify  is  that  for  the  first  transaction 
MEC  Verification  Inquiry,  App  ID  -12  (PDPS)  would  still  be  used  for  the  Status  Request  and 
Response  messages.  The  new  application  ID  would  have  an  impact  on  states  for  the  MEC 
Transmission  and  the  MEC  Inquiry  transactions.  States  will  already  have  to  upgrade  UNI  to 
accommodate  the  new  message  types  as  a  part  of  these  transactions. 

If  the  states  already  have  to  upgrade  UNI  for  NRII,  is  it  still  a  significant  effort  to  add  a  new  application 
ID?  Based  on  my  understanding  of  how  UNI  works,  states  would  have  to  update  their  UNI  Site  table 
for  all  entries  that  they  will  participate  with  on  the  new  application,  but  I  would  have  to  get 
confirmation  from  the  UNI  team.
